The determining fnclor in the fixing of newspaper subscrip- 


tion prices is thc cost of newsprint. In tlm last 10 years the cost 
of paper purchased by The Star, delivered in car lots, has risen 
from $40 (193G) lo $71. The newspaper has bought this year 58 
tons, all ot it costing $71 a ton. The price on future deliveries 
was advanced last week by $G.!iO. putlinr; the replacement cost 
close to $80—twice what it was 10 yi-ars ago. 


The $71 price was an OPA authorization, and all the newsprint 
The Star now holds was bought under OPA management. 
The new $0.80 increase posted in mid-July was the result of 
the Canadian government revaluing its dollar upward, from 
E)0 


per e'-'iit of the U. S. dollar to par. This reduced the relative value 
of American newspaper dollars paid to Canadian newsprint man- 
ufacturers—and the mid-July price increase followed. Although 
The Star's newsprint, come from Lufkin. Texas, all mills and 
newspapers operate on a contract whose price is determined by 
tho actions of certain large Canadian and Northern U. S. mills— 
and these mills having posted the July increase our own supplier 
lias followed suit. 


Newsprint is produced from pulpvvood. a division of the lumber 


industry. And, like lumber, newsprint had successive price in- 
creases posled during thc war—-ind they ;:re still coining at us. 


The Star absorbed those increases—until they became pro- 
hibitive.

Sinus infections develop in swim- 


mers who go into the water while 
suffering from an upper respiratory 
infection 
(common cold), or 
in 


those who have a sensive 
(allergic 


lining of the nose and sinuses. 


The sinuses are cavities in the 


bones of the skull and face which 
arc lined with a membrane cnn- 
net-ted with that of the nose (nar- 
row tubes connect the sinuses and 
nose). 


There are four pairs of sinuses 


—maxillary, in the upper jaw be- 
side the nose; 
frontal, over the 


eyc.s; uthomid and spheniod, in the 
base of the skull ..cnind the nose. 
Normally, they are filled with air 


nl 
with 
a small amount of 
mucus. 


Why we have sinuses is slill a 


mystery, as, apparently, they are 
more of a liability than an asset. 


Acute sinusities probably exists 


in 
every 
persistent infection of 


the nose and throat. In most cases 
the 
condition 
clears 
up without 


special treatment, and it is passed 
off as a heavy head-cold. During 
the swimming 
season however, 


the infection may persist because 
of 
water pressure and irritation 


in the nose.

mended tor swimmers whose cars

A sedative can be Inken lo relieve 
distress. 


As a general rule, il is nol wise 


for the patient or his family to 
tamper with his nose. A physician 
should be consulted in all cases 
which do not respond to simple 
treatment.

Sinus infections develop in swim- 


mers who go into the water while 
suffering from an upper respiratory 
infection 
(common cold), or 
in 


those who have a sensive 
(allergic 


lining of the nose and sinuses. 


The sinuses are cavities in the 


bones of the skull and face which 
arc lined with a membrane cnn- 
net-ted with that of the nose (nar- 
row tubes connect the sinuses and 
nose). 


There are four pairs of sinuses 


—maxillary, in the upper jaw be- 
side the nose; 
frontal, over the 


eyc.s; uthomid and spheniod, in the 
base of the skull ..cnind the nose. 
Normally, they are filled with air 


nl 
with 
a small amount of 
mucus. 


Why we have sinuses is slill a 


mystery, as, apparently, they are 
more of a liability than an asset. 


Acute sinusities probably exists 


in 
every 
persistent infection of 


the nose and throat. In most cases 
the 
condition 
clears 
up without 


special treatment, and it is passed 
off as a heavy head-cold. During 
the swimming 
season however, 


the infection may persist because 
of 
water pressure and irritation 


in the nose.

The best way to help (he body 


overcome the 
infection is to go to 


bed and apply heat over Ihc sinus. 
A sedative can be Inken lo relieve 
distress. 


As a general rule, il is nol wise 


for the patient or his family to 
tamper with his nose. A physician 
should be consulted in all cases 
which do not respond to simple 
treatment.

small nations' rights in world 


affairs. As such, he is in some- 
what the position of a lone man 
disputing the right of way 
with 


a juggernaut. Yet it is hard not to 
admire his courage, applaud his 
intentions, and wish him well. 


Dr. . Evatt bases his case on a 


self- evident fact repeatedly ignor- 
,ecl by the great powers. This fact 
he restated in a radio address to 
1 American listeners a few nights, 


tifio: "It, is a fallacy to suppose 
<a,it all knowledge and all wisdom 


'(fniffit reside at the center of mili- 
tary power." 


The Australian minister had the 


knowledge and wisdom to per- 
ceive the inherent danger of the 
veto in the formative days of the 
United Nations. In San Francisco, 
as be recalled in his radio speech, 
he warned that acceptance of the 
veto opened the way to its unre- 
stricted use even in matters of rela- 
tively small importance. He sought 
vainly to get its use limited to the 
"extreme step" of economic 
or 


irfilitary sanctions against an ag- 
gressor. 


Now that his prophecy on Ihc 


veto's abuse has come true, he 
has served notice that he will bring 
the veto question before the UN 
General Assembly in September.' 
In the meantime, he will 
devote 


some of his considerable energy 
to an effoi t to keep the smaller 
nations from being pushed around 
or ignored at the Paris Peace Con- 
ference.

tions agreement in San Francisco, 
with ;ill members having a voice 
in it, was a vast improvement over 
the original proposals drafted at 
Dumbarton Oaks and added to at 
Valta. Few will wiiiit to 
argue 


that point with him. And il is rea- 
sonable tbiit, as ho suggests, free 
participation by all nations repre- 
sented at tho Paris Peace Confer- 
ence can improve the Icss-llian- 
pcrfect treaties agreed on by the 
foreign ministers. 


As for the justice of the Austral- 


ian's cause, his country and other 
small nations made a large pro- 
portionate contribution to victory.
